In a recent letter Abbott spoke 
of the rapidity with which young 
men were signing up for the ser- 
vice. “Everyone is joining up and 
the city is rapidly being drained 
of its young men.

Explanations concerning 
ecent changes in scholar- 
hip regulations at the Uni- 
ersity of California were 
pitlined here today by Di- 
ector D. K. Hammond fol- 
owing receipt of informa- 
ion from Berkeley. 

New regulations are ex- 
Jained in latest university 
bulletins as follows: 


“New scholarship regulations 
were adopted uniformly by the 
ollege of Letters and Science and 
he College of Commerce at Ber- 
keley, and the four colleges at 
Los Angeles in August, 1940. 
“The new regulations are de- 
kigned to keep student perform- 
bnce at the level required for 
graduation, and to apply prompt 
hressure to regain good standing 
as soon as a student is put on pro- 
bation. At the same time the new 
regulations recognize more fully 
he difficulty often encountered 
in becoming adjusted to Univer- 
sity standards of work. 


OUTLINE PROBATION 

“A student will be placed on 
probation: (1) if at the close of 
is first semester his record shows 
fn total deficiency of six or more 
prade points; or (2) if at the 
lose of any subsequent semester, 
his grade-point average is less than 
one (a C average). This average 
is computed on the total of all 
ourses undertaken in this Uni- 
ersity for which he has received 
4 final report. 

“A new student will be subject 
to dismissal from the University 
(1) if his grade-point average for 
he work undertaken durine any 
semester falls below zero (a D 
hverage); (2) if while on proba- 
ion his grade-point average for 
he work undertaken during any 
semester falls below one (a C 
average); or (3) if after two se- 
mesters of probationary status he 
has not obtained a _ grade-point 
average of one (a C average), 
omputed on the total of all 
ourses undertaken in this Uni- 
ersity for which he has received 
ia final report. 

LIGHT PROGRAMS 

“In administering these rules, 
he University endeavors to advise 
mew students against heavy pro- 
grams, especially when they are 
nder the necessity of outside em- 
ployment. Such students should or- 
dinarily not attempt a normal pro- 
eram of 15 units. Students who 
must work more than 15 hours a 
eek will be permitted to enroll 
for less than the normal 12-unit 
minimum.”’
